e IF ENTERING A PLEA OF NOT GUILTY — YOU MUST APPEAR IN COURT FOR A PRETRIAL CONFERENCE. You may appear on or
before the appearance date on your citation OR email the Court Clerk at courtclerk@cityofblancotx.gov for more information.

e JUVENILES — Are required to appear in person with a parent or guardian. Juveniles failing to appear by the date and time
on citation will be subject to having their license denied or suspended as required by law (Art.76011-4, Vernon'’s Civil
Status). Please be advised that a parent or guardian may also be charged with a Failure to Appear violation.

e MINORS with ALCOHOL or TOBACCO VIOLATION - must appear in court before the Judge, a notice will be mailed
to the address on the citation. Contact the court ASAP if the address on the citation is NOT your mailing address.

e ASSAULT/FAMILY VIOLENCE: - must appear in court before the Judge, be subject to fingerprinting and all of Article
42.0131 C.C.P. requirements. A notice to appear will be mailed to the address on the citation.

IF YOU FAIL TO RESPOND TO THIS CHARGE BY THE APPEARANCE DATE shown on the citation, an additional charge

will be filed against you for Failure to Appear. An additional fine with a warrant pending your arrest may be reported to DPS and can

impact your ability to renew or apply for a Driver License.
Please NOTE: The Judge cannot discuss the merit of pending judicial proceeding prior to trial, Canon 3(5) Code of Judicial Conduct.

This means the Judge cannot review or discuss anything regarding your citation with you WITHOUT a plea. (see reverse side for Plea

Form)

DISMISSALS: There are several violations that may be dismissed with proof of
